volutionary War it was called land grants, and still later homestead' rights. 
"History can become- vitally -alive", she added, "and one can get 'quite attached 
to remote ancestors"*

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1849 - LEAVING MY HOME IN ALABAMA FOR THE WEST 

byFidelia Simpson Barnett 

Come -all ye Union ladies who are living in the State, 
And listen td my story I am going to relate* ; 

I lived in Alabama in that good old healthy clime, . 

Until we emigrated to this state in eighteen hundred forty-nine. 

Our home was very pleasant,- and with health we had all been blessed, 
But my husband thought it prudent to go out further west. 
I'had been living there some thirty years with friends I love,. I know 
But I felt it was my duty -with my husband to go; 

Our children were all small then and we thought it would be best, 
To go to a new country away out further west. '_ - ; - 

So I left all my friends and kindred most dear to me, 
And came with my companion to the State of Tennessee. 

Then we laid in our rations > to do us on the way, 

And started in November - it was the .fourteenth^ day. ' ' : f 

I left all my relations in the County of Limestone; 

I had four living sisters, but brothers I had none; 

I left my aged father there and sisters who were' dear; 

My mother - she had gone to rest - and haibeen several yearSi 

But to leave my fathers house, and him to see no more, 

That was the greatest trial that I had to endure. 

'When I bade them all farewell, 'twas then my heart did ache; 

I shall never forget that day while I have breath to speak. (BMR-take? ) 

I took my sisters by the hand, but could not speak, a word, .:• 

And then I left my native land, and trusted in the Lord. 

I felt just like a lonesome dove, who had just lost her mate; 
There were just me and my husband - and. children we had kight. 
I did the very best I could to try to hide my grief, : » 

But my husband was very. kind to me - that gave me some relief. 

My father went to town with us, it was a town of fame- 
It was the seat of Limestone County, and Athens was its name,: 
There in the street I bade farewell to him and Uncle dear, :/,. 
And there fell from all our eyes, many a bitter tear.. 

That day I passed the old graveyard where. my dear mother : lay, 
Who often warned me in my youth, and .told, me I must pray. 
I was her youngest child; of me she took good care; .' '• 

She would make me read , the Bible and say the Lord f 3 Prayer. -■ 
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We were traveling right along the road where she had walked with me 
And plucked the pretty flowers. from off the redbud tree. 
But she was gone and I went on with those I loved best; 
I tried to be right cheerful as we traveled to the west. 

That day we got to Poplar Creek and there we had to camp, 
And when I got the supper done I lit the glimmering lamp; 
The lamp that always shined so bright - it did not shine fdr me 
"When I thought of home and friends that I no more would see* 

When I would travel all day long, tired and weary-worn, 

I'd lie down within my tent and think of friends and home. 

One day as I was traveling I saw the old mile post; 

It said "To Athens forty miles" - and I thought that I was lost. 

The children would get out and walk, and they would never tire 

Looking at the telegraph and at the lengthy wire* 

My little boys walked all the way - over hill and mound; 

When they grew tired, would sit and rest upon the sandy ground. 

My husband had trials and hardships on the road, 

For he had to drive the .wagon v/ith such a heavy load. 

The wagon it broke down one day and the children all fell out, . 

The only bad accident that happened on the route. 

Sometimes I would go along cheerful - the weather cool and calm 
But oft times think of those dear friends I'd left in Alabam, 
At night I'd take my baby up, and nurse it on my knee, ■ ■■■; 
With my little children by my side as close as they could be. 

At -night we would make the beds all down and the children go to sleep. 

My husband he would take my child and I'd go out and weep, 

I. could almost see my father's face, it appeared so plain 

Then something seemed to whisper - "You shall see him again, " 

"When we crossed the Shoal Creek Bridge, I thought that it would fall. 
Then when we came to Shoal's Hill, that was the worst of all. 
We drove along that winding ridge, along that crooked road, 
And I could but sit and wonder at the wonderous works of God. 

The road it was just wide enough for the wagon wheels' to go, 
And it made me almost shudder to look down so far. below. 
When we got to Savannah and crossed Tennessee River 
I thought I really was gone from all my friends - forever. 

But after traveling fourteen days and lying on the ground, 
We found ourselves in Tennessee, in midst of Jackson Town. 
Jackson was a pretty town, its houses were so white, 
But we did not stay there long, for we got home that night.

Dear William: 

I received your letter the evening before Christmas; It had 
been written about two months. ' It was a very welcome message to me from 
you. I Assure you, for I think it has been some 3 years since I had any let- 
ter from you; in fact I do not think I have received but one from you since 
you were here in 1840 and that shortly after you returned to Texas. I should 
have replied the next day perhaps to your letter, but the evening it came to 
hand I was scarcely able to read. The Rheumatic Fever t had just attacked 
and I have been bad off ever since; it got in the right side of my head and 
right ear and has sorely afflicted me indeed, my ear broke and has been 
running matter several days. I feel a good deal better now. In the spring 
of 1838 I had a speall of inflamatory rheumatism that came near taking me 
off. I have been generally healthy since. Lizza Berry's health has been 
reasonably good for a year or two past, though not first rate. The only 
living child we have now is Mary Elizabeth three years old 17th last July. 
She is a fine healthy springtly little girl now. Our little daughter Felicia 
we had when you were here died in the summer of 1841. Benj. and Hannah 
Wootten lost their next to the youngest last summer a year ago. They have 
ten yet one half about grown. The youngest I think sucks yet; I would not 
seal a bond they will have no more. Benj was here a day or two since and 
took your letter to read to Hannah. He talked like he would as soon move 
to Texa3 as not, if he had the wherewithal to get there on; he is poor, his 
family large, part of them'girls part of them puny boys like himself so it 
would be a serious job to move there. 

Ross Moore3 was here at Court in Dec last a juror and 
boarded with me several days, he lives at his fathers old place; his father 
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as you know has been dead several years. Joshua I think lives in Dekalb* 
or Warren County, They both have several children apiece. Ross per- 
haps would move though I sd nothing to him about it when he was here last. 
As to my own case, I have been anxious to visit your coun- 
try for several years past, .but it. has hetherto been out of my power. I 
was in politics two or three years which required all my time, though I 
think I am now done. My pecuniary losses by Frank Gordon crippled me 
so, I couldn't do anything without standing still and taking the storm or 
running away and the latter was too abhorent to my feelings. I have at 
last worked pretty well out by being pretty well used up. If I can get a 
debt or two. settled of some importance which I am liable for without bring 
ing suit against .the Gordons about some land which I think ought to pay sd 
debts, I shall this year be able to wind up the Bill (bull? ) with Frank & his 
Father except near two thousand dollars Frank will be owing me. The 
claim is rather hopeless and of course it would not keep me here. I have 
been in litigation since 1842 for a large liability as security for a guardian, 
but filing two or three attachment bills and securing thereby some five 
thousand dollars woth of property I shall triumphantly come out of this 
squally case at the Feb. Term of our Chancery Court at this place. I 
mention these facts as prominent or rather the above engagements to show 
that my time has been wholy and inces singly" (? ) engrossed for a year or 
two passed. For the last two years I have devoted myself to the practice 
of the Law, I have got a reasonable divide of the business here, tho there 
is not much or many lawyers. I have been fearful I would be compelled 
to abandon the profession on account of the defect of hearing in the ear. 
that is now afflicting me. • 

If I can : possibly arrange my business so'as'to leave home 
the ensuing- Spring or Fall as much as two months 1 '6r ten weeks I may take 
a trip to your country. You please write me immediately up'on the recep- 
tion of this and give me a full account of the rpute to where you live both 
by land and water". How near can I go to your Residence by water: How 
near to David Lanes? How near to Lydays? ' If by land wha£. route from 
here to any of the above places or to others. of my acquaintances, and rela- 
tions in Texas. I know it is cheapest and quickest (as time will be impor- 
tant) to travel by water provided 1 can reach any of .you by water or some 
point where' I can run out in a stage, that is if you have any stages in Texas. 
If not now I suppose Polk will soon provide you with them. .Of course if I 
start, I shall want an accurate chart or Way Bill of the entire route. If I 
thought I wouid better myself by moving' to your country I would do so,, per- 
haps a visit will convince me one way or the other. Give the price of ..good 
farming land and of the various provisions conveniences, etc. etc. . 
come would have to pay money for. The county you live in is so. thinly 
settled, I presume there is not much lawing going on in it. If I pursued my 
profession, I should have to locate where there is business. I saw Benj 
Tarver sev. weeks ago on my way to Nash, he and his wife are both in the 
notioja of moving to Texas, but he says he cant gp^ while old Aunt Nonnie (*?') 
is living, as she prefers to live with Louisa. She is very decrepid and 
seems destined for this world bixt'a short time. 'I got a letter from A. 
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Lyday sometime in 1844, he seemed very much in love with the section of 
country he was living in, I suppose D. Lane is living near him. I have not 
heard of Wm; Lane nor any of his children for several years. Are they 
living 'or where are they? Tell L. D. Evans (? ) he has neglected writing 
to me very much, after promising to write to me frequently or at any rate 
I have received no communication from him since he first arrived m Texas 
1844 Give my best respects to Betsey and your seven children. I hope I 
will be able to see them all some day and that not distant. It is 6 or 700 
miles to where you live I suppose. Write me as before requested, I am 
anxious to visit you but I cannot be positive about going this year. The 
best time to travel is late in the spring season or early in the Fall I sup- 
pose .-Myself & N. Ward have some claims on S. W. Perry in your coun- 
try in fact N. Ward has E. H. Tarrant's rect for the collection of his as 
an attorney A G Picket from our town was out there last Winter and he 
says Perry lived in Harrison Marshall County Texas. I J Toney (?) took 
my claim there this last Fall and I understand he has returned but I have 
not seen him. Your Brother

It is doubtful that Vfilliam H. Moores received the above letter from his 
'brother before his death . He died in Febrary 1846 intestate. Adminis- 
tration papers in Navarro County, Texas. William's widow Elizabeth 
died soon after. 1850 census of Fannin County, Texas shows 3 of the 7 
children mentioned in the letter living in the David Lane household, where 
other 4? William H. Moores and David Lane both received Land Grants 
in Texas when it was a Republic. ' Both had lived in Smith County and m 
Hardeman County, Tennessee. 

B iographical Souvenirs of Texas - Robert W. Lane, native of West Tenn 
'born August 17, 1825, son of David and Martha Ross Moores Lane. David 
Lane was born in North Carolina, reared in Tenn. where parents moved 
at an early day, came to Texas 1836, lived for 7 years in Bowie Co. then 
moved to Fannin Co. where he lived 20 years. He donated the land for 
Lane's Academy. David Lane moved to Hunt Co. , on Collin Co. line, died 
there 1863, age 65. Served in War of 1812, was at Battle of New Orleans. 
He was a surveyor in early days in Texas and a Land Commissioner for 
Red River District, the others being Albert Lattimore and Mansel Matthews. 
Martha (Ross Moores) Lane died in 1863, age 64. Their children were 
Elizabeth W. , Robert W. , Isaac James, Cary Catherine and John Williams.
